THERE IS NO question but what the majority of all 

thinking people are agreed that the trusts and com- 

bines should be curbed, and every step 

Curb taken either in Congress, in legislature, in 

courts or city councils towards this end 

has the approval of all except those 
connected with the monopolies. 

During the past year a considerable number of issues 
have been brought to a head which bear directly on 
corporations, Take, for instance, the federal freight 
rate law, the case of the beef trust, the investigations 
into railroad and Standard Oil rebates, and similar 
lines of activity. 

The vast amount of money invested in these big cor- 
porations, the power and influence their officers wield, 
had led some to think that the task of reforming the 
abuses could not be accomplished. But such is not the 
case. Who would have dreamed a few years ago that 
the big life insurance companies would receive such a 
shaking up as they have in the past year or two? Then 
followed the smashing of the beef trust, and later still 
the broad searchlight of investigation into railroad re- 
bating and other offenses. 

The present activity to at least curb these 
monopolies, if not to overthrow them altogether, has 
brought forth several expressions of opinion from lead- 
ing financiers and students of financial problems. One 
prominent man in this class, and one who took a hand 
in the recent overthrow of the corrupt political ma- 
chine in Philadelphia, said recently: “I think that in 
the end the net result of all the present agitation will 
be regulation, not destruction.” 

Let the regulation, then, be rigid and effective. Until

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the destruction is reached let the retailer have all the 
protection he is entitled to, and not be menaced and 
throttled by the trusts. We are glad of the progress 
that has been made in curtailing this evil, but let the 
good work go on with increased vigor. Continual drip- 
ping-will wear away the hardest stone. 





AT THE NINTH annual convention of the American 
Hardware Manufacturers’ Association, held last No- 
vember, the following resolution was 

A Better iinanimously passed, a copy being or- 

iy rs dered sent to President Roosevelt: ‘“Re- 

solved, That the American Hardware 
Manufacturers’ Association, in convention assembled, 
in the national capital, approves a plan to reorganize 
the American consular service on a strictly business 
basis, that it may become more serviceable in the ex- 
tension of our foreign trade, by the creation of larger 
markets for our products.” 

It is gratifying to learn that Secretary Root in- 
tends to reorganize the consular service as soon as 
the new law goes into effect on the first of July next. 
The bill passed by Congress recently made some 
drastic changes in this important service, and it is high 
time that improvements were made. It is a well- 
known fact that for years the consular service has 
been used by those with political influence and a large 
bank account as a desirable position in which to see for- 
eign lands, attain social prestige abroad, and cut a 
wide swath all at the public expense. Fitness and 
ability for the position has not been taken into consid- 
eration if the applicant has had sufficient “pull.” This 
has, of course, been a detriment, and many complaints 
as to inefficiency have been received. 

In the future, so far as possible, the merit system 
will be applied to all promotions, .a rigid examination 
will have to be passed by the applicant, and the candi- 
date must also be able to speak the language of the 
country to which he is going. An exception to this, 
however, will be made in the case of China, Japan, 
Turkey and other oriental countries, but in such ex- 
ceptions the candidate will have to be able to speak 
French. 

The fee system will also be abolished, and there will 
doubtless be a- complaint from the present holders of 
office on this score. A stated salary ranging from 
$12,000 to $3,000 per annum for consuls-general, and 
$8,000 to $2,000 per annum for consuls, will be paid, 
the consuls-general being graded into seven classes, 
and consuls into nine classes. Fees that formerly went 
into the pockets of the office holders will in future 
have to be turned into the treasury and every cent col- 
lected reported to the Department of State. 

Another important change to be made will be the 
transfer of all foreign-born consuls who happen to be 
serving in their native countries to other lands. It is 
predicted that there will be much opposition from such 
office holders to the enforcement of this rule, but not- 
withstanding this such incumbents will have to go to 
fresh fields and pastures new. This certainly is a wise 
provision, as in many cases it has been extremely ob- 
jectionable to foreign powers to have their former citi- 
zens accredited to them as the representatives of our 
country. 
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It is to be hoped that all these changes so soon to 
be made will effect the desired reform. The consular 
service is one of great and ever-increasing importance. 
Business has not been attended to in the past as it 
should have been, or there would have been no occa- 
sion for the resolution of the American Hardware 
Manufacturers’ Association above referred to. Let 
us have men placed in these positions because of their 
ability and merit instead of owing to the fact that they 
are politically strong or have large bank accounts. Our 
foreign trade and travel demands the best of care and 
attention, and that can only be given when we have 
in such offices as these the most intelligent and cul- 
tured men that our country can produce. 








THERE is food for reflection in the unanimity with 
which the Senate of the United States passed the de- 
naturized alcohol bill. This bill was de- 


read manded by the agricultural population. 
Farmer. he Senate is supposed to be very 


friendly to “vested interests,” of which 
the Standard Oil Company is the chief. If the Senate 
will turn a deaf ear to the Standard Oil Company 
and pass a bill in favor of the farmer it is pertinent to 
inquire why Congress does not pass a parcels post bill ? 

We are told by the advocates of this measure that 
the farmers are clamoring for it. Evidently their 
clamor has not reached the capitol. When it does, or 
rather if it ever does, Congress will be apt to respond 
just as quickly and as unanimously as it has in the 
matter of free alcohol. 

But the farmer knows how much taxes he pays, and 
he does not care to add to his burden to pay a deficit 
caused by a parcels post. The demand for this law 
comes from the mail-order people. They make a great 
noise, but they have not got the votes. 








A WRITER on trade topics says that technically speak- 
ing the terms storekeeper and merchant are analogous, 
but commercially and practically they are 
different, that the wholesaler and the 
great retailer commonly are known as 
merchants, while the owner or keeper 
of a retail store of moderate size located either 
in the large city, or the small city, or in the country 
town or village, commonly is known and classified 
as a storekeeper. 

We disagree with this writer, not as to the facts 
but on the assumption that a small retail dealer is 
necessarily a storekeeper. We think there is an ele- 
mental difference between a merchant and a store- 
keeper, and that the rise in intelligence and ability 
among retailers is making a large number of them 
refuse to be classified any longer as storekeepers. 

What then is the difference between a merchant 
and a storekeeper? the uncritical asks with some 
amazement. The difference is, as we have said, 
largely elemental and temperamental. The store- 
keeper keeps a store—the merchant sells goods. The 
storekeeper opens his store in the morning and sits 
around waiting for customers to come in—the mer- 
chant bethinks himself how he may bring customers 
in. The storekeeper bewails the hard times—the 
merchant is too busy making prosperity to bewail 


a

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anything but the lack of efficient help. The store- 
keeper blames his failing custom to the tariff—the 
merchant makes his sales increase day by day. 

The exaggerated type of the storekeeper is well 
illustrated by the story of the old man who “kept 
store” down on Martha’s Vineyard Island. A sum- 
mer visitor needing some fancy, work to while away 
the hours found a piece of crash in his store that 
suited her fancy. She bought all he had—a few 
yards. She embroidered beautifully and other women 
at the hotel, bored to death through the week, sought 
the same relaxation. The old man went to the main- 
land and “replaced his stock.” It was quickly sold. 
Again he crossed the water and again the women de- 
manded the crash. “What’s got inter you women,” 
he cried, testily, “I can’t keep any of this crash any 
more. I won’t sell it. You can go to the mainland 
for it yourselves.” 

The merchant works to build up his trade. He 
studies his stock and his customers. He tries to sell 
them the goods which will give them the most satis- 
faction, himself the surest custom and the largest 
profits. If he has two similar lines in his stock he 
tries to discover which yields him the best returns 
and then he educates his trade to use that line in 
preference to the other. 

The merchant does not sit down and wait for the 
manufacturer to sell his goods for him. He does not 
refuse any help the manufacturer may give, but he 
does not wait for it. He creates the market him- 
self. 

Every man gets paid for just what he does in the 
long run. This is just as true of the railroad presi- 
dent as it is of the section foreman, and it is just 
as true of the merchant as it is of the railroad presi- 
dent. It is your work, your energy, your brain, that 
commands a price. If you work for all there is in 
you you will be paid accordingly. The merchant re- 
ceives a‘ merchant’s wage—the storekeeper gets the 
storekeeper’s pittance. 

Be a merchant. It is the surest profession on 
earth. Be proud of being a merchant. Resent be- 
ing called a storekeeper. 








THE CENSUS bureau recently issued a bulletin show- 
ing a very large increase in manufacturing establish- 
ments in operation in Illinois last year 


bee ose as compared with those reported at the 
n Il s ; 
Manufactures. last census taken in 1900, 


From the statistics given it is shown 
that there was an increase of 3.8 per cent in the num- 
ber of establishments, 33.2 per cent in capital, 14 
per cent in the average number of employes and 26.2 
per cent in the value of products. Certainly a great 
gain, and one worthy of pride! While Chicago natu- 
rally took the lead, ten other cities are enumerated in 
addition to the Windy city. 

In Aurora 1905 saw the addition of 103 establish- 
ments, an increase of 6.2 per cent over 1900, with cap- 
ital of $6,800,268, an increase of 45.7 per cent. There 
were 4,078 wage-earners employed, an increase of 3.3 
per cent, with a total output of $7,329,028, an increase 
of 30 per cent. 

Decatur’s increase in establishments showed a gain 






















































of 7.4 per cent, with a capital of $4,873,764, or 116 
establishments, the increase being 47.9 per cent. There 
were 2,340 wage-earners, an increase of 21.9 per cent, 
producing an output valued at $8,667,302, an increase 
of 68.8 per cent. 

Bloomington had 81 establishments, an increase of 
19.1 per cent, with a capital of $3,346,615, an increase 
of 56.8 per cent. The wage-earners numbered 2,275, 
an increase of 36.1 per cent, and producing an output 
valued at $5,777,060, an increase of 91.8 per cent. 

Springfield is on the list with 123 establishments, in- 
crease 16 per cent, with capital of $5,264,117, increase 
52.2 per cent. The wage-earners number 3,071, in- 
crease 39.6 per cent, with output valued at $5,796,637, 
an increase of 67.2 per cent. 

In 1905 Joliet had 105 establishments, showing an 
increase of 21.5 per cent, with capital of $15,356,337, 
an increase of 2.1 per cent. There were 6,187 wage- 
earners, an increase of 6.8 per cent, and outputs valued 
at $34,826,859, an increase of 33.3 per cent. 

Elgin has 76 establishments, with capital of $10,- 
979,586, an increase of 5 per cent in establishments and 
31 per cent in capital. There were 4,884 wage-earners, 
an increase of 11.6 per cent, with products valued at 
$9,349,274, an increase of 4.4 per cent. 

Peoria showed a large gain. The 265 establish- 
ments made an increase of 8.9 per cent. The capital 
invested was $22,243,821, increase 16.5 per cent. 
Wage-earners numbered 5,998, about the same number 
as in 1890, with output valued at $60,920,411, an in- 
crease of 36.7 per cent. 

Quincy had 234 establishments, an increase of 18.2 
per cent, with capital of $9,469,944, an increase of 47 
per cent. The number of wage-earners was 4,602, an 
increase of 20.7 per cent, the output being valued at 
$10,745,224, an increase of 35.7 per cent. 

Rockford is credited with 180 establishments, in- 
crease 13.2 per cent, had capital of $14,158,501, in- 
crease of 4 per cent. The number of wage-earners 
employed was 7,239, increase of 23.7 per cent, and the 
output was valued at $15,276,129, an increase of 38.6 
per cent. 

East St. Louis had 94 establishments, increase 54.1 
per cent, with a capital of $19,909,166, increase 150.7 
per cent, There were 7,012 wage-earners, increase 36.5 
per cent, with an output valued at $37,586,198, an in- 
crease of 15.8 per cent. 

These figures are an encouraging sign of the times. 
They give unmistakable proof that Illinois is sharing 
very largely in the generally prosperous condition of 
the whole country. These statistics do not represent 
one line of industry alone, but manufactures in general, 
and they speak volumes. It is to be hoped that when 
the next census is taken that an equally large increase 
will be shown, and if present indications are any cri- 
terion they will be much larger.

AN ENORMOUS ENTERPRISE. 


The towns of Pullman, Illinois, and Homestead, 
Pennsylvania, have long been pointed out as exam- 
ples of a “one-factory town.”” Many others have de- 
veloped of recent years but the most conspicuous case 
is that of Canandaigua, New York. It is a good-sized 
town and is practically supported by an immense fac- 
tory whose product is known to every hardware dealer 
in the country. It can be supposed that the factory is 
not a small one to produce enough tinware, enameled 
and copper ware to supply more than 20,000 agencies 
in the United States, but on visiting this enormous 
plant a few days ago a representative of THE AMERI- 
CAN ARTISAN was astonished to see the scale on which 
the Lisk Manufacturing Company turn out metal ves- 
sels at their main factory at Canandaigua, New York. 
Canandaigua might justly be called “Liskville,” for, 
besides affording employment for a whole town, the 
Lisk factory is industrially a complete and independ- 
ent city to itself. It has its own waterworks, electric 
light plant and fire department. Nearly all the special 
machinery and dies used in the manufacture of the 
Lisk specialties are made in the machine shops on the 
ptemises under patents controlled by the Lisk Manu- 
facturing Company. The group of shops represent a 
complete organism, to which the product of outside 
concerns are entirely unnecessary, except for the crud- 
est materials, such as raw ore and fuel. 

In looking at the illustration of the present plant it 
is interesting to pick out the building in which the 
Lisk company commenced business several years ago. 
On each side of this building other larger and more 
modern buildings have been added year by year until 
the plant now covers many acres. More than eight 
hundred men are employed the year round. The mod- 
est office of the old factory has given way to a mag- 
nificent two-story pressed-brick building, 60x100 feet, 
with sixteen rooms, each measuring 18x18 feet and 
equipped in the best of taste. 

Additions are constantly being made and innova- 
tions in process introduced. This company was for- 
tunate in securing years ago a location of large area 
adjoining the New York Central Railroad with a sid- 
ing two blocks long. As new buildings have been 
added from time to time they bought the surrounding 
land on two sides and erected four buildings 200x250 
feet each, and from one to three stories in height. 

These buildings are not “shacks”; they are the best 
buildings that could be devised for the business. The 
storehouse is fitted with long covered platforms on their 
railroad side, from which a long string of cars can 
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be loaded simultaneously. A larger area of new floor 
space is being added this summer than any season be- 
fore and the continuous growth of this-immense plant 
is the most telling proof of the business done in 
branches distributing Lisk’s metal vessels. 

A trip through the plant is a valuable bit of educa- 
tion even for a hardware man who has handled these 
goods all his life. The process here is complete—every 
step from the crude metal to the finished vessel polished 
and wrapped for the retail display room. Pieces of 
sheet metal and iron of graduated thickness are cut 
to specified sizes and are placed in the presses. A sep- 
arate press and dies are necessary for almost every one 
of the.patterns. The largest press is a monster weigh- 
ing 35 tons, four others are 30-ton presses, and four 
smaller 20-ton. Besides these there are more than 200 
presses of various descriptions that weigh from one ton 
up. The pressing of the sheets is probably the most 
particular step and requires the utmost precision. 
Most of the operators have worked at these machines 
for years and you will find a second generation of Lisk 
experience in parts of the shops. The advantage of 
having mechanics of long experience is obvious. 

As the presses gradually shape the sheets into pans 
or pots they seem to almost think, so marvelous is the 
transformation of the piece of metal. By careful at- 
tention on the operator’s part every one is accurately 
shaped and few culls come from the presses. Some 
articles require the use of more than one piece of metal! 
and for making the seam automatic machinery clinches 
the two pieces together practically air and water tight 
without the old-fashioned use of solder. The tinning 
or enameling later makes a coating which seaJs the 
seam smoothly and perfectly. The Lisk Manufactur- 
ing Company is the only concern whose factory is able 
to turn out a full-sized wash boiler cover stamped of 
but one piece of metal. Their Anti-rust tinware is 
known everywhere civilization reaches, and to follow 
the vessels into the enameling department, which oc- 
cupies a large building to itself, one is bewildered by 
the immense stacks throughout the large workroom. 
A rough guess would be millions of pieces—enough 
metal vessels to supply the world for a decade. The 
operators work with lightning rapidity, placing the arti- 
cles for annealing and smelting. They are left in the 
“bath” amply long, however, as it is the policy of the 
factory to have the treatment of each piece thorough, 
regardless of the time and labor of the workman. 
There are eight large mufflers, each heated to 2,500 
degrees Fahrenheit by the use of crude oil. 

The enamling “dip” and the subsequent firing of the 
vessels is the most interesting step of the manufac- 
ture of these articles. Here the transformation is so 
swift and apparently so easily done. The stamped steel 
pieces, of course, are not polished before applying the 
coating; it would not stick if they were. The contrast 
is therefore greater and the kettles and pans as they 
come out red hot and then slowly cool to a smooth gray 
or virgin white surface at first startles the visitor as an 
almost supernatural thing. A second and third coat 
is applied to many articles to insure the metal from any 
ir holes or other imperfections which might give rust 
or acid even the slightest avenue of contact with the 
metal, 
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Large truck loads of vessels “before and after” treat- 
ment are kept constantly moving through the aisles sep- 
arating the enamel tanks and further on through the 
ovens. The steady stream seems never to have an end 
and the man who “drops in to look on” begins to do 
some mental arithmetic as to the daily output of the 
factory. Even his rough estimates and averages soon 
make him dizzy, however, and he inquires of a Lisk 
official to have his curiosity satisfied by definite 
figures. 

In this building Lisk’s patent enameled ware is pro- 
duced and the well-known Lisk Seamless Roaster. The 
series of Lisk specialties is a long one and each has a 
separate building or department with skilled men who 
devote their whole time to the one article. The pieced 
tinware is made almost entirely by hand and this no 
doubt accounts for the general satisfaction which the 
trade finds from sales of the Lisk tinware. 

A curious fact about the personnel of the officials 
of the company is that they were the original incor- 
porators of the company and are alone responsible for 
the steady and enormous growth of its business. To 
one studying the success of the company this circum- 
stance seems to largely explain how it was brought 
about. These men are: J. R. McLaughlin, president 
and general manager; T. W. Martin, first vice-presi- 
dent; J. L. McLaughlin, second vice-president; L. A. 
Parkhurst, secretary and treasurer, and C. D. Mc- 
Laughlin, traffic and western manager. The magnifi- 
cent suite of rooms in the office building, which is 
shown in the parked plot in the view, is a fitting place 
for the executive force of this company and, in keep- 
ing with the business methods throughout the Lisk 
system, is entirely abreast with the progress of the 
times.

SWEDISH IRON INDUSTRY. 


In the report of the Swedish Ironmasters’ Associa- 
tion for 1905 it is stated that the year in question was 
a remarkable one in the annals of the Swedish iron 
trade. The exports of pig iron, mostly free from phos- 
phorus and to be used for malleable purposes, 
amounted to 110,400 tons, the largest quantity on rec- 
ord for any single year. The exports of ingots, bloom 
iron, and rough bars also show such a marked increase 
that with respect to them also it was a record year. Of 
still more importance to the Swedish iron trade was 
the fact that the rolled and hammered goods exported 
during the year reached unprecedentedly high figures. 
The total export of bar iron, small sizes, billets, steel 
of all kinds, tubes and parts of tubes, sheet iron, and 
bar ends during the year 1905 was 215,000 tons as 
compared with 193,000 tons in 1904. The production 
of pig iron in 1905 was 527,300 tons, a small increase 
over 1904; and of bloom iron 178,700 tons, a decrease 
compared with 1904; of Bessemer ingots 77,900 tons, 
also a decrease, while in Martin ingots the production 
was 280,200 tons, an increase of 35,000 tons. Martin 
metal continues to grow in favor in Sweden, while the 
employment of Bessemer metal shows a falling away. 
The iron industry is said to be suffering under the high 
prices for charcoal.

The feeling is becoming stronger daily that the mer- 
chants must take a firmer stand in opposition to the 
catalogue house evil. Concerted action must be taken 
and every possible means employed to combat it. 

Numerous suggestions have been made from time 
to time and various methods have been suggested as a 
good way to accomplish the desired end. 

L. H. Wood, of Fulton, Michigan, writing in the 
Michigan Tradesman, has the following to say on the 
subject: 

“I think the time has come when the merchants 
should combine in order to protect themselves. I 
have a proposition to suggest for the benefit of mer- 
chants, especially in small towns where they buy quan- 
tities of produce, such as butter and eggs. There was 
a time when we could discount it for cash, but that 
time is past. Customers demand the same price in cash 
as they do for trade or they will go elsewhere. They 
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say one merchant has to pay it because others do and, 
owing to the catalogue houses, they demand the cash 
and send it away. 
they would trade it out. 

“My proposition is this: Discount it 10 per cent for 
cash. We need not bind ourselves to pay a uniform 
price. Let each merchant pay what he wishes to, but 
simply discount 10 per cent for cash, thereby withhold- 
ing thousands of dollars from the catalogue houses to 
our benefit.”

MUTUAL RELATIONS OF MERCHANT AND 
CLERK. 








With all due deference to present-day methods of 
store management and modern ideas of system and dis- 
cipline, I want to suggest that too many good clerks 
are spoiled and that many employers fail of success 
because of a too vigorous adherence to “red tape” and 
boldly printed rules, says W. J. Ramsey, in the Michi- 
gan Tradesman. 

A rule made to be broken is worse than no rule at 
all. Rules that are impossible of being kept put the 
maker in a ridiculous light with those whom he ex- 
pects to obey them. 

Regulations are needed. They are necessary. But 
regulations are not rules in the general acceptance of 
the term. In other words, many of the ills of store life 
may be remedied. They can not be cured. 
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Now, to the points I have in mind wherein lie the 
possibilities of greater success for employer and em- 
ploye, if a plain, homogeneous feeling exists between 
the boss and his sales force. 

There may be some excuse for exacting rules in the 
largest of large retail stores, where the men and 
women of the force are more or less looked upon as 
machines or automatons. Even under such conditions 
success is reached in spite of rigid, penalty-providing 
rules, rather than because of them. 

Assuming that this dissertation will be read princi- 
pally by employers who, in a greater or lesser degree, 
come in close contact with their employes, I am going 
to attempt to show that much better results can be ob- 
tained where stilted ideas of management and over- 
strict discipline are thrown out of the store altogether. 

Beginning with the employer, I want to say that, af- 
ter all, he is simply a clerk who has kept on going in 
the right direction. While he deserves credit for his 
resultful efforts, and merits the success he has 
achieved, yet he should not overlook the righteous law 
of human equation. 

The boss who sits high and gives his orders fails to 
hear his clerks when they growl. It should always be 
remembered that, even although he is on any one of 
the rungs in the ladder that leads to success, it is no 
time for him to swell himself up. There is no telling 
how soon that rung may break. 

He may look all right in the mirror, but he should 
be careful that he does not cast a different reflection 
in the eyes of his force. He should bear in mind 
that there are many clerks who are wise enough to 
realize that it pays to recognize one in authority, even 
although he knows less. than they do. It makes him 
feel big and does not shorten their height. He should 
ever and anon show a recognition of that common 
plane on which we all must stand. 

Of course, some employes have loftier aims and 
firmer purposes than others, but each in his own chosen 
way is traveling toward the goal of his ambition. So, 
then, it must be admitted that each is entitled to re- 
spect and consideration. There must be a happy ad- 
justment of relations between employer and employe 
that will work out to the common weal. 

Again, bad bosses spoil good clerks ; poor clerks spoil 
sales, and disgruntled customers cause loss of busi- 
ness and, ultimately, failure to the head of the house. 

To avoid this serious calamity the employer should 
adopt methods of management that will at once enlist 
the co-operation of his store force. He should aim to 
temper every phase of store life to the entire satisfac- 
tion of his employes. He should adopt a “give and 
take” policy which can and will be filled with a noble 
principle. 

It is all right enough to have a certain hour at which 
the day’s work shall be begun, and as well one when it 
shall end, but not have it a rule that “failure to be at 
your post means immediate dismissal” and other sim- 
ilar edicts that are in themselves discouraging and dis- 
rupting. 

If the employer has paved the way as he should 
have paved it his people will be at their posts even be- 
fore the hour “prescribed by law,” not in fear and 
trembling lest they be late, but because they want to 
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be there to please their employer and to do their duty 
toward him. 

Little acts of kindness, pleasant words and cheerful 
smiles shown each day will work wonders. The in- 
spiration employes receive from such thoughtfulness 
on the part of their employer will better fit them for 
their duties and will be of equal benefit to him. He 
will find increased loyalty for his interests and himself 
springing up throughout the store. It will reach his 
customers, too. 

Right here I want to cite an illustration of what | 
believe to have been a case of lack of loyalty to em- 
ployer. Not long ago a New York state correspond- 
ent, writing to a well known trade paper, stated that 
rumor had become current that some of the clerks in 
a certain prominent shoe store had embarrassed some 
of the women customers, which fact had occasioned 
considerable unfavorable comment. The correspond- 
ent stated that he had investigated the matter person- 
ally and found it was true. While I know nothing of 
the relations that exist between the employer and his 
clerks, it is dollars to doughnuts that the employer has 
some exalted opinion of himself and his store discip- 
line. If not, his clerks would never have risked their 
actions, no matter how mitigating the circumstances 
may have been. If this particular correspondent will 
make a personal investigation of the attitude of this 
employer toward his clerks I believe that a verification 
of my position will be made. 

Loyalty can not exist in the same heart with hatred. 
Nothing will cause an employe to disregard the wishes 
and interests of an employer so much as a tyrannical 
and oppressive policy. The trouble is that too many 
employers go lame in the head just as they are about 
to win in the race for success. 

To just such a degree as the harmony and well-be- 
ing of those who work together in a store are de- 
pendent on the boss, to that same degree does the re- 
sponsibility rest upon each member of the force. Figu- 
ratively speaking, the boss is the hub of the wheel. No 
matter how sound the hub may be, it is an imperfect 
wheel and wil] not run straight if one or more of the 
spokes are defective. 

Many employers are held back in their honest en- 
deavors to succeed, because of the whims and notions 
existing in the minds of their clerks. Like the employ: 
er, clerks often overlook the law of human equation 
and actually get to feeling that they are the main cog- 
wheels in the machinery, while, as a matter of fact, 
their part is a very minor one. When a clerk thinks he 
knows it all and is better calculated to direct the busi- 
ness than to carry out directions, that minute he sin- 
gles himself out as one whose services can be very 
easily dispensed with. While it is true all stores do not 
let in as-much sunshine as is good for all who work 
therein, yet it is only after a serious illness that we ap- 
So it is with the vexations that are 
When 
inward 


preciate health. 
bound to arise in store life from time to time. 
the atmosphere is once cleared there is an 
thankfulness and satisfaction that could never have 
existed had there not been such a rough place in the 
path that all clerks must sooner or later pass over. 

A conceited idea which works its way into the minds 
of many clerks, to the effect that the business won't go 
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on if they withdraw their services, reminds me very 
much of the story of our Hebrew friend whose clerk 
one day told him he must have an advance of wages. 
When the young man was told that it was impossible 
to give it to him, especially so because he didn’t deserve 
it, the aspiring clerk said he knew all the details of the 
business and that the boss couldn’t get along without 
hira. “Well,” said the Jewish merchant, “vot if you 
were to die, vot vould I do?” “I suppose,” said the 
ambitious clerk, “you would have to get somebody else 
to take my place.” “Vell, den, just consider yourself 
dead.” 

The trouble with.many clerks is they feel they are 
conferring a favor upon the boss to work for him. They 
have an elongated idea that the boss is simply a per- 
sen to pay their salaries and give them all holidays and 
extra time off without anything in return beyond a 
certain number of hours each day. They fail to take 
an active interest in the business beyond that for which 
they are actually hired. They draw an imaginary line 
between their department and the department of an- 
other, and are extra precautious not to do anything 
‘hat they believe should be done by some one else. This 
being trae of two neighboring clerks, the result is that 
too many things are left undone, which redound to 
their discredit and to the loss of the employer. 

There is little cause for wonderment that so many 
clerks Inse their positions. While anxious to be suc- 
cessful, they yet form habits that preclude their success 
and work great injury to their employers. In the first 
placethey look upon the boss as trying under every 
circumstance and condition to take advantage of them. 
They go about their duties in a disgruntled way and 
allow their ill feeling to enter into their work to such 
an extent that they drive away rather than win trade. 

They are likely to fall into the erroneous way of do- 
ing many things that deprive them of the esteem of 
their employer—things that make them generally dis- 
liked by those about them and the customers who fre- 
quent the store. For instance, many clerks show too 
little sunshine in their countenances. In some cases 
what would otherwise be a pleasant face is spoiled by 
careless dissipation. Even although the fellow who 
drinks may now and then win in a race, it is because 
his competitor falls down. Just so with all other bad 
habits ; they impede progress rather than make it. 

Many clerks carry habitually a dark, dismal scowl 
on their faces, which is frequently supplemented by 
grumbling. If they take my advice they won’t growl. 
They will leave that to their neighbor’s dog. If they 
have any grievance to be made known, they will voice 
it. They must remember that it is no time to shut 
their eyes just as they have found the right aim. Furth- 
ermore, they will learn that every time they stoop to 
do a mean act it is difficult for them to straighten up_ 
again. If they take their positions into thoughtful ac- 
count, they will at once decide that if they are smart 
they do not have to make fools of themselves to show 
it. Common sense is recognized by the amount used, 
not by the quantity possessed. 

There are kindly criticisms which could be offered to 
the clerks without end that would better fit them for 
their positions and render their services more accept- 
able to their employers, but as it is not my object to 
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find fault with either employer or employe, I shall de- 
sist from further citations and bring my remarks to 
an end by a general summary, in which I would sug- 
gest that both the employer and employe try to bring 
into active working order a man-to-man feeling in the 
disposal of merchandise. This can only be done with 
the best results where the boss and the clerks work 
in strictest harmony. 

It is only the staples that are bought. All novelties 
and out-of-the-usuals must be sold. It requires good 
salesmanship to bring money into the store, and good 
salesmanship can not exist where all conditions are not 
favorable to cheerful dispositions, harmonious action 
and mutual benefit. It is the sagacious employer and 
wise employe who feel their responsibility to each 
other that make a team that will prove indomitable in 
courage, resultful in effort and mutual in interests. 

So, taking all into consideration, the boss who is 
not too exacting with his clerks, and the clerks who do 
not éxpect too much from their employer, make a 
happy combination that pleases the customers, and 
when the goods are right and the prices are right, and 
there is plenty of sunshine in the store, you can just 
make up your mind that that store is going to be one 
which will get the trade and be in business when old 
fogies and “red tapists” are gone and forgotten. 
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WHO PAYS THE BILL. 








There are many various ways of meeting retai! 
mail-order competition and the local dealer has to de- 
cide not which is the more meritorious but which is 
best adapted to the particular condition which exists in 
relation to his own business. 

The Retail Mail-Order Problem, an interesting book 
published by Butler Bros., Chicago, describes many 
methods. Most of them are given in the words of 
merchants who have tried them and proved their prac- 
ticability. 

One merchant says: “I find that the strongest fea- 
ture of the mail order advertising is the detailed de- 
scriptions which are not only given in full but are 
again summarized in brief. If the consumers read of 
this article until they begin to be interested it is only 


‘a matter of time until they buy. If when ready to buy 


there is nothing to divert their attention to the retailer 
they will naturally order of the mail order house. To 
anticipate this purchase is one purpose of my adver- 
tising. At certain seasons the average farmer wants 
certain things. I go over my entire line and list the 
articles that will be in demand two months hence and 
begin to prepare my plans. I try to mention every- 
thing between this and the buying season and if I put 
out an ad bearing on an article that the mail order 
house has brought to the attention of the consumer he 
is almost sure to come and nibble. 

“T have advertised that I will meet any sort of mail 
order house prices. I make a profit every time except 
on an occasional leader. I find that their prices are 


higher than a few years ago and that the only real 
bargains they offer now are those articles advertised 
in the story and other cheap papers to induce the 
reader to write for particulars that they may send a 
catalogue. 


I don’t believe they sell enough of these 












leaders to make a fuss over. So if a merchant will! 
propose to meet their catalogue prices he will have 
little or no trouble. Is is the prices in the papers that 
hurt. 

“I printed the picture of the $1,500,000.00 building 
occupied by a mail order house and told how many 
people they employed, making a general estimate of 
the salaries as well as their catalogue expense. All 
told the amount was nearly five million dollars. After 
dwelling on the enormity of these figures I appended 
in large type: ‘WHO PAYS THE BILL?’ ” 

Another plan is thus described: “An Iowa mer- 
chant made an effective window display with a range 
that had been bought from a retajl mail order house. 
The range was a total wreck, not only as to the linings 
and top, but the body was burned ‘clear through so 
that a kitten could crawl into the flue under the oven.

TO CURE A SMOKY CHIMNEY. 











To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

Please submit to your readers, also give me your 
advice about this church job and how to remedy it. 

For several years the stoves and pipe worked fairly 
well without smoking, but last winter we had to dis- 
connect the lower stoves altogether. The church is two 
stories—church upstairs over Sunday school room. 
On north and south sides of church, half way from 
front to rear, are two six-inch flues running up through 
gables three feet above top comb in center of church. 
In church auditorium are two coal stoves teed into six- 
inch pipe, which comes up from the Sunday school 
room below—one stove on the north side and one on 
the south side. In Sunday school room on south side 
is a coal stove teed into six-inch riser with six-inch pipe 
and set 15 feet west of riser, and small coal stove con- 
nected with six-inch pipe sets 40 feet to the east of 
riser. Each of these two stoves in Sunday school 
room of course have a riser of four joints six-inch pipe, 
or 8 feet, before they run horizontal to six-inch tee into 
riser. 

Now, last winter these two lower stoves, with the 
one in the church smoked the building so it was neces- 
sary to disconnect the two Sunday school stoves, when 
for several years before they had acted in a nice re- 
ligious manner. There is only one stove in the Sun- 
day school room on the north side which tees into the 
riser and this draws all right. I have put on an a 
chimney top, a revolving top, taken the top off alto- 
gether, and put back the plain cap, it doing better than 
any of the other tops. 

Of course I know that six-inch pipe is rather small 
for three or even two stoves, but what puzzles me is 
that they did work for several years. How shall I 
make the three stoves on the south side of the church 
draw, using the one flue? Your answer will oblige.

Ans.—Possibly there are openings above the roof 
from the chimney. If.such is the case it would cause a 
down draft so strong as to be the cause of the offense 
complained of. Another possibility is that some ad- 
jacent building may be higher than the chimney outlet, 
or a nearby tree, either of which eventualities might 
cause trouble. 

There is also the possibility that a brick has fallen 
down and caused an obstruction. 

In discussing the complaint with an experienced 
stove man he said: “If soft coal is used there would 
very soon be trouble with the revolving top referred 
to. Let him be sure that the pipes are well cleaned 
and that there is no obstruction in the chimney, Get 
an experienced stove man to examine the pipes and 
chimney and if these are all right I do not think there 
will be any more trouble. 

“Some years ago I had a somewhat similar case in a 
coal office which was situated alongside of a big build- 
ing. There was always trouble with smoke until some- 
one came along one day and put in a tapering joint in

the small end of the pipe—the small end toward the 
fire—and there was never any trouble after that. 

“Let him be sure, too, and keep the stack dry, for 
it is well known that a damp flue is generally a smoky 
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one.

GREAT ECONOMY OF THE MOTOR CYCLE. 








Extremely satisfactory to the friends of the motor 
cycle was the result of the tests of speed and economy) 
which were carried out recently at one of the bicycle 
tracks in this city. The management very wisely de- 
termined to try out the qualities of normal motor cy- 
cles of standard make and reasonable horse power un- 
der conditions that would approximate those that ob- 
tain when any private citizen takes out his machine 
for a day’s run over fairly good roads. There was a 
four-hour race, in which only machines that were of 
five-horse power or under were allowed to compete, 
and it was required that they should be ridden in every 
case by amateurs. The winning machine covered 150 
miles at the average rate of 37% miles an hour, while 
the half-dozen other riders that finished covered from 
115 to 142 miles in the four hours. The endurance of 
the motor cycle was shown in the case of one rider 
who covered 131.3 miles without a stop, while another 
contestant who set out to establish the endurance of 
his machine remained in the saddle for the whole four 
hours. Perhaps the most remarkable result of all was 
that achieved by a 134-horsepower machine, which 
was driven for 19 miles, 1348 yards, at a speed of 30 
miles an hour on a consumption of only one pint of 
gasolene that cost about three cents. If any one had 
foretold two years ago that a motor-driven machine 
would be produced to carry a rider six and a half miles 
for the expenditure of one cent for fuel, he would hav: 
been written down as a visionary of the most extreme 
type. It is true that this result was achieved on a 
smooth track that was free from grades, and on a day 
when there was only a light wind blowing; but even 
with these adinissions the feat must be regarded as 
highly meritorious and extremely promising for the 
future of the motor cycle industry.—Scientific Amer- 
ican.

make a different cut, but if the proper arc is struck as 
indicated at (a) by cuts on spaces and the mtier line 
B is varied in accordance, there is no reason why it 
will not produce desired effect.

Fig. 2 is a development of one pipe passing through 
a larger. All that is required is to draw profile x, 
which is a 4-inch pipe with a 2-inch pipe passing 
through on an incline. 

Profile (y) is looking down on pipes and it is nec- 
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essary to get diameter of hole at right angles to larger 
pipe; (z) is blank of larger pipe, which is divided into 
four equal parts; see 1, 2, 3, 4. At line F* and E* we 
place centers of holes to be cut. The distances from 
F? and E? to B* and D* equal the distance from F to B 
and D E (profile x). The distance from B A and 
D E (profile x) equals distances from B* to A® and 
D* to C® (profiles), or the lengths of holes to be cut. 
Profile (y) is the circumference of larger pipe and 
smaller pipe intervening by drawing line from A? to 
B?, bisecting this from D* to C?; the line then D? and 
C? added to diameter of smaller pipe gives the width 
of hole. This, depending upon incline of smaller pipe, 
will vary from a perfect circle to an oval. 

Fig. 3 is the pipe cutting a cone and the same rule is 
applied, only you must find the width of holes, which 
varies according to diameters of cone at place of cut- 
ting; see G and H in profile 1. The diameters of cone 
are shown in profile 2 and 3. With x as a radius 











carry lines G and H to stretchout, which is divided 
into four equal sections at points of intersections of 
lines G and H, and I[—J are center of holes to be cut. 
Proceed as in first instance. 

Fig. 4 is the. method used in striking an eilipsis. 
Take the two radii and by laying rule on the diameters 
as struck on blank, with proper figures cutting lines, 
make marks or points aroind. After tracing through 
these you have the oval perfect and can do it all with 
a rule. A. B.C.

NEW TIN ROOF FOR WHITE HOUSE. 





The roof of the historic White Hovise at Washing- 
ton is to have a new tin roof, and the sundry civil bill 
recently presented to the House of Representatives 
contains an item of $3,000 for this purp0sé. 

For over 30 years the roof has been /eaking, and 
strong efforts have been made this year to get an ap- 
propriation large enough to put on a copper or lead 
roof. But the spirit of economy had the upper hand 
and the appropriation was only made large enowgh for 
the cheaper kind of roof. 

Col. Bromwell, the Superintendent of Public Build- 
ings and Grounds, was asked by the committee hOW 
long the present roof had been on and stated that it had 
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done service for 20 years. He added that every year 
the roof had to be patched and it had now reached such 
a deplorable condition that it was necessary that the 
whole thing should be replaced. 

So, while “Uncle Sam” can spend, and has been 
spending; millions of dollars every year on public 
buildings all over the country, when it comes to put- 
ting a cover over the house of the chief executive of 
the nation, he is so penurious that only the cheapest 
kind is afforded.

TIN-PLATE DIFFICULTIES. 





David W. Williams and G. W. Prees, consuls at 
Cardiff and Swansea, report that practically all the 
tin mills in Wales will be shut down during the first 
week in June. Their letters describe the depressed 
tin-plate trade as follows: 

“It has been the custom to allow a holiday week 
in many of the mills some time in the midsummer, but 
the present depression in the tin-plate trade has caused 
the masters and men of all the organized mills to 
hasten the holidays by six or eight weeks. The de- 
pression at this time has resulted in closing over 97 
of the mills that were running at the beginning of 
the year, which has already reduced the production 
by about 25 per cent. Of the other mills, the ma- 
jority are now running on day to day notices. 

“The depression is of such a character that it is 
discussed very generally, and all sorts of views are 
expressed. Some seem to see in it only the result of 
overproduction, and the measures now resorted to 
are based in part on that assumption. It is generally 
conceded, however, that the increase in the price of 
materials, and of block tin in particular, the loss of 
the Russian trade occasioned by the disturbances in 
the oil fields of that country, and the levying of dis- 
criminating tariffs by many fore:gn countries, are 
affecting the trade very materially. The price of tin 
has now risen to $890 a ton, and it is freely predicted 
by experts that it will rise to $1,000. This boom is 
already having a beneficial effect in the Cornwall min- 
ing district. It is also causing a boom in tin pros- 
pecting in many parts of the British Empire. A pre- 
liminary report of the investigations in Nigeria has 
just been printed, showing that extensive finds of 
stream tin have been made. The output, however, is 
only about 36 pounds to the ton of gravel. The dis- 
covery of extensive tin deposits is eagerly hoped for. 

“The loss of the Russian market has alarmed the 
trade, for it has revealed what may happen in case 
other markets may be lost. The possibility that Japan 
may enter the trade is already exciting some appre- 
hension, and the effort to build up the tin-plate indus- 
try in Canada must affect the Welsh trade injuriously. 
It is felt, also, that the repeal of the American. rebate 
on tin plates would wipe out the entire American 
«fade, which has been gradually disappearing ever 
since the McKinley tariff was levied. Much of the re- 
bate is now received by a few large corporations, and 
it is this fact that occasions the belief that the rebate 
may be abolished. It may be noted also that the high 
price of block tin is affecting other industries in Brit- 
ain, especially those interested in art-metal ware into 
which tin enters. 
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“The depression concerns the men more than the 
masters, for the wages are already almost at a mini- 
mum, and any appreciable reduction must produce 
bad conditions, just as the reduction in the wages of 
the slate men of north Wales has led to the emigra- 
tion of many of them, some into the south Wales coal 
fields, and many others to foreign lands. 

“Tin-plate stocks have accumulated both at the 
Swansea docks and warehouses, and at the works, and 
middlemen have been buying ‘parcels’ during the last 
four or five weeks at sensational low prices, far below 
all possible cost of production, and leay:ng behind an 
unhealthy impression. 

“The London Times states, in a dispatch from Swan- 
sea, that the high price of tin and of other raw ma- 
terial, with no corresponding increase in the mer- 
chants’ offer for tin plates, renders it absolutely nec- 
essary for some concerted action to bring about a re- 
duction of output.

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WELSH TIN PLATE INDUSTRY. 








Consul D. W. Williams, of Cardiff, reports that 
there is a marked depression in the tin plate trade in 
Wales. It began to be felt when the disturbances oc- 
curred last year in the Russian oil field. 

In 1904 Russia bought 30,530 tons of tinned plates 
and tinned sheets from the Welsh makers, but its de- 
mand fell off rapidly during the last months in 1905, 
and it has now practically disappeared, for the Welsh 
exports to Russia during the three months ending 
March 31, 1906, amounted to only 219 tons. There has 
been also a steady falling off in the exports to the 
United States and Canada, as indicated by the follow- 
ing table, comparing the first quarter in 1906 with the 
corresponding period in 1905, in tons:

The exports to Germany, Holland, Belgium, France, 
Portugal, India and Australia during the same period 
show slight increases, but there was a net decrease 
in the total exports for the quarter, as they fell to 
91,771 tons, as compared with 95,659 tons for the cor- 
responding quarter in 1905. The new German tarift 
led to purchases in anticipation, which swelled the 
Welsh exports during the past six months, but they 
have now ceased, which adds to the depression. Over- 
production is another cause. The great improvements 
occasioned by the struggle to neutralize the effects of 
the American tariff have largely increased the capacity 
of the Welsh tin mills, and in depression the competi- 
tion is felt more. The high price of tin is another item 
which, by adding to first cost, handicaps the makers. 
The price rose Saturday, April 7, 1906, to £174 
($846.77) a ton, the highest for many years. The 
prices of other materials are higher than they were last 
year. 

The effect of the depression has been the terminating 
of the 28-day contracts with the men and the in- 
augurating of week to week or day to day contracts.

What should be the weight of a foot of 5-inch pipe, 
galvanized iron 30 inches long, No. 24 iron, and the 
same in No. 22 iron?

THE HARDWARE SITUATION. 

The hardware manufacturers are still receiving re- 
quests for early shipments and a steady demand has 
been kept up all week, there being but little change 
from a week ago. All of the manufacturers have a 
large call and find their capacity very much overtaxed, 
but they are making every effort and straining every 
nerve to hurry deliveries forward. The demand for 
all kinds of hardware material is very large from all 
over the country, not being confined to any one par- 
ticular locality. Of course San Francisco still heads 
the list in this respect, but the call from there is be- 
coming less, and each week will find the wants, so far 
as placing orders are concerned, growing smaller. The 
export trade continues to grow, and, of course, does 
not help the situation any in getting out prompt ship- 
ments. 





PLATES. 

On universal plates the mills are from four to six 
weeks behind in deliveries, but on sheared plates they 
are not so far behind and can make prompt deliveries. 
The general situation is much more promising than for 
a considerable time, and several large orders have 
been placed during the past week. The capacity for 
production has also increased, and were it not for this 
the mills would be»swamped. During this week the 
Illinois Steel Company was awarded the contract for 
three new lake freighters to be built by the American 
Ship Building Company. This order will take about 
8,000 tons, and is the largest that has been placed for 
some long time. Quotations remain unchanged, as 
follows: Tank quality, 4-inch and heavier, wider 
than 6% and up to 100 inches wide, inclusive, car lots, 
Chicago, 1.7614c; 3-16 inch, 1.8612c; Nos. 7 and 8 
gauge, 1.91%c; No. 9, 2.01%; flange quality, in 
widths up to 100 inches, 1.86%4c, base, for %4-inch and 
heavier, with the same advances for lighter weights ;

BILLETS AND RODS. 

Intermediate steel products are meeting with a steady 
demand, prices are firm and deliveries slow. The de- 
mand for Forging Billets in small lots continues fair, 
and prices are slightly lower. In carload lots Forging 
Billets are now sold on the basis of $33.50 to $34, f. 
o. b. Chicago. Bessemer and Open Hearth Rods are 
quoted at $34 and $35. Local mills are asking a little 
higher price than the above. 





SHEETS, 
During the week there have been very heavy ship- 
ments in this line to San Francisco, with the result that 





all local stocks are so heavily taxed that enough stock 
is not on hand to fill current orders.

COPPER.
